proaching when they muft have breathed but at the 
Will of Power. Thefe, which were the Caufes, were 

thewJuflification of their Oppofition ; but when they 
were relieved from thefe Oppreffions by the glorious King 
William; when the Eftablifhment of the Proteftant 
Succeffion, and the Bill of Rights, had fecured tothem 
their Religion and their Libérties, did thofe brave Men 
ftill oppoie ? Did they ftill complain? No; they 
rejoyced in the Publick Welfare, and teaped the happy

Difturbers of that Monarch's. Reign; much like the 
prefent, either Enemies to all Liberty, orMen of bad 
Ambition, who would {facrifice the Publick to their 
Thirft of Power and Wealth. | :

Mop Holy Father, re : 
+” FTER kifing the Peet of your Holinefs with 
‘ rv the greateit Refpeét, I fhall take the Liberty 
« of telling you, that I was amply informed of the pa- 


ternal Care you was pleafed to take of me, ditring 
the fad Confinement which I had the Misfortune to 
languifh under for awhole Year. I was extremely 
pleafed to read the Letters of Recommendatidén 
which your Holinefs vouchfafed to write to his Ma- 
jelty the Emperor of the Romans, to engage his In- 
‘ terett for my Enlargement. In thofe Letters I faw 
““the Sentiments of fatherly Tendernefs, which your 
* Holinefs expreffed, and the folid Arguments yon 
* mace ule of for the Maintenance of my Charaéter of 
* Archbithop, and my Dignity of Primate; wherein 
* your Holinefs gave illuftrious Proofs of your paftoral 
‘ and paternal Care for your Flock, and for she in par- 
‘ ticular: Nevertheleis thefe Keprefentations of the 
‘ common Father of Chrifendom would not yet per- 
* baps have produced the Effect they ought to have 
* had, if the moft Serene King Auguftus LiI. had not 
* been fo good asto back them with his Intetceffion. 
‘ By this Means [ reeovered my Liberty ; and the firit 
« Ad which I exercifed of it was to repair to his Ma* 
« jelty. I have had the Comfort to fee, that God, 
‘ always wonderful in his Works, hes vifibly affifted 
‘ this Prince, by procuring him all the Methods pof- 
‘ fible for eftablifhing him on the Throne, fince the 
‘ whole Army is now united, and all the Provinces, 
‘ 
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Palatinates, and Weywodhhips of the Kingdom, “have 
fent their Deputies to own him, and now maintain 
all their Aéts of JurifdiGtion in his Majetty’s Name. 

* I confefs that I was. along Time in Sufpente, by 
« reafon of certain Scruples, which I formerly took the 
‘ Liberty to communicate to your Holineis 5. but wheri 
‘ I faw that all the Nobility and Commons of out 
‘ Kingdom complained that I gave my Countrymen a 
‘ dangerous Example of Difunion, and that the “Mif- 
‘ fortunes refulting from thence were, in fome Mea- 
‘ fure, laid at my Door, I thought myfelf obliged to 
« filence thofe Re which were catt at me front 
« all Quarters, by taking the fame Re‘olution ‘as my 
‘ Brethren, to whom I became fulpicious by too long 
‘a Refiftance ; and I took this Step the more: wil- 
« lingly, in hopes that it will not be difapproved by 
‘ your Holineis. 

‘ Moreover the moft Serene King Auguftas is a 
Prince remarkable for Religion, Piety, Edification, 
Refpect for the Holy Sec, and particularly for your 
Holinefs, whom he reveres as the Soveteign Paftor 
and Head of the Church, and in fhort forall the 
Royal Virtues that cat form the moit accomplifh’d 
Prince. \ 

‘ I therefore moft humbly intreat your Holinefs,; that 
you will pleafe to grant your Paternal Benediétion 
to our moil Serene King the Sovereign of the King- 
dom, the Eftates and the whole Republick, as to a 
Child of the Church, intirely devoted to the Holy 
See. I proftrate myielf, with the greaveit Humility, 
at the Feet of your Holinefs, &c. Sign’d Turopore 
Porocks, Archbifhop of Gnefna, and Primate of 
the Kingdom of Poland. 
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Schafbaufen, Aug. 28. Letters of the 23d from 
Italy fay, that the Spaniards having taken Poft upon 
the cover’d Way before Mirandola, nad removed their 
Batteries nearer to the Place, and were preparing to 
ftorm fome of the Out-works. They add; that the 
Befieged were making ‘lrenches within the Town, 
being refolved to defend it to the laft Extremity. 

Venice, Aug. 23. Tho’ according to the lat Létters

‘ nication of Part of the Ortoman Army, it was ealy 
‘ for him to beat that which had paffed the Neck of

Theabo* from Confianunople add ,.that the 
femous Achmet Bathaw, heretofore Bafhaw of Babvlon, 
had taken the Command of the Ottoman Army upon 
him, by virtue of an Order fenr hinr fromthe Porte, 
with atull Power to treat of a Peace with Kouli- Kan, 
from which they have the greater |lopes of Suceets, 
becaufe "tis certain thatthe Perhan General knows heen 
intimately well, and has a real iiiteern forhim. ‘Tis 
thought that the fard Achinet will be made Grand 
Vivier in the room of him whic was Ucpoied on the 
s2thof Jaft Mouth. 

Worms, Auz. +. Yelerday at Day-break the whole 
Army march’d in feveral Columns to take Poffeflion 
of a new Camp near Welthoven, wihoch ts but three 
Leagues from this Place. *Tis thought they will halt 
there to Day, and to Morrow the Marhhal de Coigny 
will pott hiinfelf behind the Line he has drawn along 
the Rivalet of Spire, hix Baggage being gone thither 
before. The Vrench have fill a Garifon here, which 
only waits for Orders from the Marfhal de Coigny to 
leave us. 

Heidelberg, Aug. 31. When Prince Engene came to 
his prefent Camp, he left fome thouland Men at 
Brachfal under the Duke d’Aremberg, which are to be 
reinforced by the Troops of different Circles. When 
Prince Eugene review'd the Ruffians, he told General 
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Lafcy their Commander, that he was very well pleafed - 


with their good Appearance and their Dexterity, and 
that he hoped for great ‘Things from their Bravery. 

Mentz, Aag. 41. Lait Night the Troops of the Em- 
pire that were potied in the Neighbourhood of Wiel- 
fenau, about a League from this City, began to pafs 
the Rhine over a Bridge of Boats; and the greatett 
Part of thofe that were in Garifon here marched this 
Morning at Break of Day to join them. “Tis faid 
they are fpecdily to be reinforced to the Number of 
about 40,000 Men, who are to be provifionally coin- 
manded by the General Count de Seckendorf. 

Conftantinople, ‘July 22. In purfuance of Orders 
from the Ortoman Porte, 100,000 Tartars are march’d 
in two feparate Bodies of 50,co0 Men each; one by 
the Road to Afoph ; and the other in the Road to the 
Deferts, which two Bodies are to join in a certain 
Piain, and then to continue their March towards Dag- 
heitan onthe Cafpian Sea, to oppofe the Progrefs of 
the Perfians commanded by Kouli-Kan ; and as they 
are, for this Purpofe, to pafs thro’ the Lands of the 
Emprefs of Ruilia, they have Orders from the Porte 
not cofpare them, but to repel Force by Force, in cafe 
the Ruilians offer to oppofe their Paflage. Mean time 
the Periians improve the late Victory they gained over 
the Turks, and have attually formed the Siege of the 
important Town of Erivan ; whereupon the Porte has 
ordered Gianum Coggia, the Captain Bafhaw, to re- 
turn forthwith to the Ifles of the Archipelago, in or- 
dex to fail with his Squadron to the Coafts of Egypt. 
‘The Grand Vizier lately depofed, has been declared by 
the Sultan, BathaW of the Kingdom of Candia, to 
which he his been already carried on board a Galley, 
he having been ftrenuoufly fupported by Kifler Aga, 
the Chief of the Janizaries, againtt the Intrigues of his 
{worn Enemy the Sultanefs Mother. 

Hanover, Sep. 2. Prince William of Heffe-Caffel is 
fet out from hence, to repair, with all Diligence, to 
the-Army of the Empire upon the Upper Rhine, he 
having been fent for by Prince Fugene. They give 
- oatat Hamburgh, that, by virtue of certain new Al- 
liances which are negotiating for the Emperor, the 
King of Great Britam will take fome Ruffian Troops 
in his Pay, as well as Bavarians, to which he will add 
29,000 Men of his own Troops ; and that King Au- 
guitus is to furnifh 20,000 Saxons. 

From phe Camp of the Sparta: ‘s before Mirandola, 
Aug. 43. The s4th Inftant the Garifon made a new 
Salley, of which the Spaniards being apprifed, fired 
two Pieces of Cannon upon the Befieged, and compel- 
led them toreturn into che Place, after having killed 
near SO oftheir Men. According to the Report of 
Deferters trom thence, the Bombs and Stones which 
have been thrown in the Town, have very much da- 
meged it ; the-Cathedral is thattered ; the chief Houfes 
are demolifhed; their Magazine of Hay is intirely 
burnt » there are but 6 Cannon in a Condition to fire, 
and their Powder and other Ammunition begins to fail : 
Which Situation has determined the Commandant of 
h.irandola to demand a Capitulation ; and accordingly 
on) the 1¢th he fent to the Count de Maceda, who 
commands the Spanifh Troops, to defire all the Marks 
of Honour, with four covered Wagyons, and free 
' Egypets for four Perions in Masks. The Count de 
Maceda fent him Word, that be ould have bis Anfver 
it @ Moment ; and in a Quarter of an Hour’s Time the 
General made a terrible Fire upon the Place from 24 
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Cannon and 10 Mortars, 6 of which throw Bombs, 
and four of them Stones. The Commandant, _ 
concluded from “hence, that he fhould not be allov a 
Capitulation, is preparing fora long Defence. - 
juice. de Montemar’s lat Orders are to contulue tne 
Siewe till the Garifon furrenders Prifoners of War. 

Boxol, Aue. 20. The Regiments formed out of the

Each 
Company isto confift of 25 Men, aud to be command- 
ed by a Gentleman of their own Country, with the 
Title of Colonel. ‘Their Habit much refembles that 
of the Scotch Highlanders. They wear a Bonnet of 
Blue’ Wool, and Shoes © made of Whip Core, and 

o bare-legged. They are armed with two Pifols, a 

agger, and a Fuzee. 

We are aflured the Marfhal de Noailles has pre- 
vailed on the King of Sardinia, who has a ticular 
Efteem for that General, to flay in thefe Parts ull 
the next Winter. ‘The Garifon of Mantua has lately 
made feveral Sallies, wherein they demolifhed the 
Works which the French Troops had made upon the 
great Caufey of Marmirolo.
